Motes for WILLIAM JR CORAM: 

William Coram Jr. was bom October 2, 1756, m Virginia. Veru. little is 
known of William prior to his joinins the Virginia Line of the 
Continental Armvf. It is suspectco that his father is William Coram 
who came to the American Colonies as a "Bonfceo Passe^er" aboart> 
tfie Rappahannock Merchant Ship ano lanfceo in Marw.lant> in 1727. 
William, the immi5rant was serving a sentence for theft anfc was 
transporter* from Newgate Prison in Lonoon. K/pon completion of his 
sentence he marriet) Maru, Champ. This marriage profcucet) three sons. 
Champ Coram, Robert Coram, ant) a thirfc son who is believet) to be 
William Coram , Jr. "Efforts to verifn this have been unsuccessful. 

Earliest information fount) on William Coram, Jr., has been obtained 
from his military service. He joinefc the }ro Lon5. of die Vir5inia Line 
of the Continental Armu. in I77f, at the age of 15/19. Despite his Roving 
age, William Jr. was apparently an outstanding solfcier as he was 
selecteo for the Commanfcer-in Chiefs Guar?) when it was reorganizes 
Mau. 1, 1777. General Geor5e Washington previously hat> a Commander 
in-Chief s Guari> that was formco in March of 1776, but after manu, 
conspiracies ani> some attempts on his life the General tfsbanoeb this 
Guars. General Washington later realizes the absolute necessity of a 
Commanser-in Chiefs Guars for the purpose of 5uaroins him, his post 
his baggage, papers, etc. On April *0, 1777, he issues circular letters to 
the colonels of the Virginia Regiments of Infantry attaches to the main 
armu, at Morristown, MJ, requestin5 that four men from their respective 
commanss be immcsiatclu. furnished him for the reorganization of his 
Guars. His letter was as follows: 

Morristown, 30 April, 1777 
Sir. 
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1 want to form a company for mvj Guart>. 1m fcoing this 1 wish to be 
extremely cautious, because It is more than probable that in the course 
of the campaign, mv< baggage, papers, ant> other matters of great 
public import ma\j be committed) to the sole care of these mew. This be 
premisefe, m orfcer to impress vjou with proper attention m the choice, 1 
have to request that you will immefciatefy furnish me with four men of 
your rc&ment: anfc it is m\\ farther wish that this company shoulfc look 
well ant> nearly of a size, 1 besirc that none of the men m^ exceeo \n 
stature five feet ten inches, nor fall short of -five feet nine inches, sober, 
\\oun$* active, anfc well mafce. When 1 recomment) care in \\ovtr choice 
1 wou1t> be v#n^erstoo^ to mean men of$oot> character in the regiment 
that possess the prit>c of appearing clean ant> solfcierlike. 1 am satisfiet) 
diere can be no absolute security for the fteelity of this class of people , 
but \\et 1 think it most likelvf to be fount) in those who have family 
connections in this country You will therefore sent) me none but 
natives, ant> men of some property, rf\iou have them. 1 must insist 
that, in making this choice, \\ou give no intimation ofm\\ preference of 
natives, as 1 fco not want to create an\^ invifcious tristinction between 
them anfc the foreigners.

One week before Christmas of 1777 GenerAl George Washington's Armv^ 
went into winter quarters At Vallcu, Torse* Selected because it lau, 
between the British in Philadelphia and Congress At New York, little 
else recommenfcet) it No buildings were Available for the Armu,, and 
until mid-Januaru, when some rudimentary log huts were completed, 
the Arm^-including Washington-faced the onset of winter cAmpct> on 
the ground and in tents, ^refoot and half-naked, manu. of them froze

to fceath; hunfcrct>s of horses perishefc of starvation ant> before the 
winter enfeefe nearly one-fourth of die mew who hao gone to Valleu, 
Fot5C were oeafc of privation. The ort>ea1 was almost bevjonD the 
capacity of men to entire* Nathaniel Greene wrote "Goo grant we 
mau. never be brought to such a wretehet) contrition again." The worst 
of it was that the Armu, sufTcreo far more from the neglect of fellow 
Americans, who were guilty of graft ant> speculation, than theu. oio at 
die hant>s of the enemu,. The remarkable aspect of the wmter was that 
die Armu, emerget) from die oroeal an entirety new force, largdu, as a 
result of what thcu, hafc lcarnet> from a Prussian officer namefc> 
Fricorich Wilhelm Augustus Von Steuben, In Mau. of 1778 theu, 
received supplies, arms, ammo, etc., from the French. This raisefc the 
morale of the troops tremenfcouslu,. The Commanoer-hv-Chiefs Guart> 
was incrcasefc in sire from 47 privates to i»0, ant) it was here that 
soldiers other than Virginians were accepteb into the Guarfc. General 
Von Steuben trained them sternly anfc continuously. Theu. became 
such an outstantring unit that theu, were commonlu, rcferrco to as the 
"Flower ant> Pick of die entire American Armu,." William Coram 
enoureo that horrible winter but became ill in June of 1778 ani> remaineo 
in the hospital at Valleu, forge until October of that u,ear.

(The Above obituAru/eulogu. leads one to believe thAt WILLIAM 
CORAM possibly died on Mavj 10, 1321, InsteAd of Jvme 10, 1521 as is 
mdicAted in the obituAru/eulogu, listed below. The Above Article was 
published on Jvme 7, 1521, And it is now believed the Announcement was 
received bu, die AugustA Chronicle during the month of Mavj. The 
stAtement "died on the 10th instAnt" was signifying he died on the 10th 
of Mavj. Tis believed thAt vise of the word "instAnt" led two other 
newspApers to publish WILLIAM CORAM'S deAth dAte as Jvme 10.)
